provider from said detected wirelessly connected public line connecting device , so as to

communicable public line connecting device and an internet provider to be connected, 
for connecting said mobile terminal with the internet 

7. (currently amended) A method as claimed in claim 5, further comprising the 
step of connecting said mobile terminal with one of th e an access po i nts obta i n e d point 
of said internet provider via said wirelesslv communicable public line connecting device 
detected by said mobile terminal. 

8. (currently amended) A method as claimed in claim 5, further comprising the 
step of obtaining toll information of said wirelesslv communicable public line connecting 
device through said mobile terminal. 

9. (currently amended) A method as claimed in claim 8, further comprising the 
step of visually outputting the acc e ss po i nt connection information and the toll 
information obta i n e d by said mob ile t e rm i na l to the user of said mobile terminal. 

10. (currently amended) A method as claimed in claim 8, further comprising the 
step of connecting one-an access point selected through the wirelesslv communicable 
public line connecting device s ele ct e d on in accordance with the access point 
connection information and the toll obta i ned bv said mob i l o t e rmina l information . 
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1 1 . (currently amended) A method as claimed in claim 5, 

wherein the step of obtaining the stored connection information about th e acc e ss 
point of th e i nt e rn e t prov i d e r from sa i d d e t e ct e d pub li c conn e cting d e v i c e includes the 
substeps of: 

enabling said mobile terminal to provide said wirelessly communicable public line 
connecting device with information for specifying one provid e r: and internet provider: 

retrieving the-an access point corresponding to the information for specifying the 
internet provider received by said wirelessly communicable public line connecting 
d e v i c e device: and 

transmitting said retrieved access point to said mobile terminal. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Claims 1 and 5 are allowed. 

The prior art discloses a method for connecting a portable computer and/or a 
mobile terminal to an internet provider via public line connecting device. 

The prior art however fails to disclose wherein the computer or mobile terminal is 
connected to a public phone, and said computer obtains connection information from a 
database provided in the carrier of said public phone as to connected public phones to 
obtain best-suited carrier lines and providers, and to determine a public phone and a 
service provider to be connected, for connecting said computer with the internet.
